A Naval Conrt or Inquiry was held at 
Shaonghwi on the 20th inst, into the causa 
af tho stranding—the Mercury says ‘into 
the canso of the Joss’—of the C.P.R.

A SLAB insoribed with Chinese obareolors Win 
some time ago discovered in Sl. John’s 
ehurahyard, Caleutta, during sume exenva- 
tiuns around the Speke monument, Mr B 
F. Taylor, of the Chinese Maritine Customa, 
now at Yatung haa, rays lhe Bayishman, 
made a tranalution of the inscripticn, which 
stows that the elab was the fotndation 
atone of a fort.ereated by the Mancha 
Tortars on tha island of Chusan while 
they wero subduing the Chines of the 
Ningpo district. This was ahout the 
middlo of the aeventeenth century, and 
the slab, which by some mysterious 
means has been eonveyed from Chusan to 
Caleutta, mast have rented for about two 
centuries in ils original sita The Kev. Mr 
Hyde remarks that in 8ir J. VL Davic’s 
plan and description of the island of Chusan 
published in the Journal of the Geographical 
Society in 1853, \hore is no mention of the 
fort to which the inscriptivn relates; and it

forties. Chnaan was held for six years by o 
Brilish force as a guarantee fur the fullil-

The Japanese army has made its trium- 
phal entry into Seoul after its questionable 
victory.. A ore footsore and tired body 
of men has aever been sean here, The 
musjority were shooless, a large number 
hatloss, and the entire body most forlorng, 
looking. After two or throe days rest in 
Seoul, Oshima has marched north with 
them to Pyeng An leaving only 200 or 300 
to guard Sevul, With the Chinese in 
Pyeng An a battle may be expected soon. 
The 6,000 Chinese soldiara who wers sup- 
posed to have been scattered by the 
Japanesa have revived, and, marching 
north, by this time muat hare joined the 
main body of the Chinesa army which hap 
coma overland from the North. Oshima is 
makiog the most of the takiug of a few guns 
from tho Chinese, ezalting it into a victory. 
Every email ongagoment by the Japs is 
magnified into a victory in order to put 
heart into a very despondent army.

I think the Japan- 
eso are very sorry they have begun, 
and if there was'a way of retreating 
honvurably they certainly would do so.

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BALDNESS AND BRAINS. 

Tt is commonly beliaved that absonce of 
hair outside s skull indicates the presonce 
of intallect within. Porhaps no one would 
go wo fer as to say that every bald-hoaded 
men is clever; but most peoplo certninly 
think that clover and learacd men are often 
bald. Evidences of this belief abound in 
art aud Jiterature, and in the converse of 
everyday life, The typical savant is repre- 
gented with a cranium like a billiard-ball, 
save for « graceful fringe of aaowy bair dia. 
posed all round at tho level of the ears or 
theresbouts; while the man of action, the 
hero, the warrior in allowed, by wey of con- 
trast, ta keep his hair on as long. as he 
pleases, both in time and space, Even 80 
careful an observer aa Teunyson mado his 
ange ‘9 little glansy-headad hairless man ;’ 

_ and those of ua who are not 20 well thatched 
‘ qa we should like to be console ourselves 
for tho loas of our lovelocks with the refleo- 
tion that denuded temples give one ‘auch 
an intellectual look.’ Indeed, it bas been 


remarked in all seriousness that early bald.’ 
neaa is almost indispensable for bucceas in 
tho learned professions, and particularly in 
madicing; though, to be sure, it must be 
situated in the right plice; o cirouler patch 
at the back is not understood to carry any 
such compensating advantage with it, Per- 
haps ono ought to‘say, then, that baldnoss 
of @ kind ie supposed lo signify intellect or 
knowledgo. It ia tho ons sign by which 
these qualities are recognised agcording to 
tha simple physiognomy of the markot-placo 
—a deop-aet eya being held to denote 
shrewdness and onnning rather than. the 
higher mental properties. 

‘Has this popular beliof any real founds. 
tion in fact? We boliéva not. [1 seema to 
teat on the confusion between a notural and 
an arcidental—or, rather, o real and an ap- 
parent-—expanad of forehead, coupled with 
& Yaguo notion that o vigorous brain has 
the property of pushing itself into actual 
and visible prominence by consuming with 
its own internal fire, so to spéak, tho veil 
thrown over it by nature, Brains civered 
by hair are brutish, liko o dog’s, and in- 
aapable of lofty thinking—whieh requires a 
“lofty brow,’ by the general testimony of 
poets and romancers ; and nature holds to 
(he rule so tenaciously that if any one, not 
originally gifted with thie noble feature, 
persiats nevertheless in lofty thinkiog, bis 
brow presently confcrme by becoming lofty, 
or at least acquiring © substitute for loft- 
news. Study, in short, weare amay the 
hair; that ie the idea, and to it is added 
the obsarvation that age, which knows 
more than youth, has leo generally less 
hair, The logic ia something hke this :— 
Age sometimes brings wisdom, and baldness 
often accompanies age ; therefore wisdom 
alwaye acoompanies baldness. Tt ig vet a 
good syllogism, but it is all the theory has 
to ahow. Physiology and expericuce aro 
both on the other sida. According to them 
intellectual vigour and plenty of hair ought 
to, and generally do, go together. 

The ultorior causes of baldness are ob- 
soura; but the immediate procesa ia no 
doubt a degeneration of tho huir bulbs, 
which is due to failure of wutrilion, im- 
paired vitality or loasof vigour. The poi 
needs no argument, though plenty of medi. 
cal evidence could bs brought to aupport 
it, if necessary. It ia universally re- 
cognised that on abuadance of hair gives 
a look of youth and vigour, baldness ono of 
ge and decay, This single feature will 
take a mon of 70 appoar steonger than 
many 8 one of 60, Everyone will adinit 
this with respect to physical vigour, but 
not of mental. Yet the two necessarily go 
together to s grast extent, and this is 
where the populsr mistake comes in. 
What ia vigour? It does not He in nus 
cular strength, a6 many may suppose, but 
in @ sound condition of the whole machine 
and ita several parts, and mora particularly 
of the nervous centres in the brain, which 
move, control, and regulate all the rest. 
Loss of vigour means a corresponding a. 
pairment of brain power ; and though the 
higher centres, tho seat of intellect, may 
not suffer obviously at firet, they eventually 
do so, Other things being equal, the 
sounder aman is all through, the botier 
instrament he makes for the performance 
of mental no leas than of physical work ; 
when his hair bogina to po, it ts a sigo that 
he is not 80 sound aa he used ta be or 

—BHight ba,-“Trare,hermay “have—zained- ia 
knowledge and experiance, and may 80 far 
be a better max intellectually thon he was 
before; but ha is not ao good o man as he 
would be if he had kept hia vigour while 
acquiring his knowledge. Of two men, 
equal in mental ability, the one who ro- 
taing the mure vigour possesses in a cor- 
responding measure the greater intellectual 
potency, whether it take the form of 
superior energy in the present or a tore 
prolonged period of activity—that in to say, 
8 green old age. 

This ssems to be the correct view on phy- 
siological grounds ; and surely it ia borne out 
by experiéncs, Hore ara some names which 
immediately cceur to the mind as cases in 

aint; — Carlyle, Newman, Tennyson, 

wan, Liszt. These wore all men of ox- 
ceptional intellectual force, who reached a 
very advanced age—in two cases an a1- 
tremely advanced age—while rataining the 
use of their facultica in an extraordinary 
degree; and every one of them carried a 
goodly crown of hair eithor to the yery ond 
or fst beyond the ordinary span. Is it 
« possible to match them with an equal num- 
ber of distinguished meu who altained the 
same length of vigorous days without 
nmature’a covering, Wo may aot Joho 
Stuart Mill sgainat Carlyle, Darwin against 
Owen, and Von Billow against Liszt. Mill 
and Biilow were certainly bald, Darwin is 
doubtful; but anyhow they all died earlicr 
by several years than their moro hirsute 
rivals, Turning to the living, we_have 
Gladstone, Ruskin, Wendel! Holmes, Thsen, 
Tolstoi, Verdi, Virchow, Paget, Huxley, 
and many more testifying in favour of a 
“good head of hair,’ and proving the absur- 
dity of the delusion that baldness bas any 
sort of connection with intellect or learning. 
A striking object-lesaon on the point oc- 
curred about a year ago in London, when 
Professor Virchow cama over to deliver an 
address before the Royal Society. The 
ceremony took place in the large theatre 
at Burlington House, and the front row 
waa filled by the seniors in that distin. 
guished assemblage. Almost all wero: mon 
of not leas than 70, many were over 80; 
but looking down on the long semicitcle of 
venerable heads, one saw. scarce a single 
one that did not bear an ample covering, 
though-it might be silvery white. That 
wass notable exhibition of vigorous intel- 
Jectual old ago.
